Wo aio glud lo nolico lliut a Coeling 
in favor of ilio inc;lusion of this 
Colony in Uio CoiilcKloraliori Bill now 
before iho Imporiiil Pariiimient, is 
growing and strongllioninf^ hero ; and 
wero the country polled to>-inorrow 
there ih Utile doubt that the vote in 
favor ot ft clone cominuiiion with 
our brethren on tlio other eido of the 
Eocky MouiiiiiiDB would bo ten to 
ono. Wo have ulways boon, in 
favor of tbo (Jonfodorution of the 
Britiah North: Amorican Provinces, 
for we cannot oonoeive bow we shall 
ever bcoomo groat if wo are to depend, 
aB now, upon the favor df a Parlia- 
ment that know littlo of oar wants 
and caro less. And how could it bo 
otherwise ? It would bo unreasonabio 
to BuppoHO that a Parliament of 
Englishmen, silting in Jbondon, could 
legiulate properly for the Colonios, ex- 
cept there wore a Colonial roprosonta-. 
tion in that Parliament to express the 
views and aontiments of its con- 
Btituents, and lo urge upon the atten- 
tion of honorable mcnubora the re- 
quirements of the Colonics. As wo 
stand, wo occupy an isolalod position ; 
wo have no sympathy or inloroslrf in 
common with BritoLS on the other 
side of the mountains, save that of 
common allegiance. We have no vi '.uo 
in tho management of our own 
fairs; our prayers are unhofdod by 
the Imperial Parliamunt, and our 
wants can only be made known 
through an oflSoial, and, conBoquontly, 
noli always a friendly ohunnei, 
Politically, wo aro tied hand and foot ; 
deprived ol an adequate representa- 
tion, we are the laughing-stock of 
our neighbors, and the' objoot of con 
tempt ot our own coontrymeD. We have 
scarcely a voice in our own affairs, 
and what little wo have has boon 
powerless to prevent tho voting of a 
sum ot money for tho cxpouses of 
Government utterly boyond our power 
to pay. But, badly olT as wo are, wo 
do not wish to accept tho Conledora- 
tion plan because, as some ot our 
friends assert, we " cannot be any 
■worse off." Wo might easily bo as 
completely sold in nialfing this 
new bargain as we got tlie worst of 
tho Union bargain. As a correspond- 
ent truly remarked in our columns a 
few days ago, we might "imitate 
Moses and oxobango our hprso for a 
pair of green spectacles;" or, to usa a 
more homely phrase, wo might jump 
out of the frying-pan only to find 
ourselves in tho hottest kind of a fire. 
JNow, we candidly believe that there 
is no necessity for any such misfor> 
tune befalling tbo Colony if wo exor- 
cise oven ordinary care in arranging 
tho business. "Put not your tiust in 
Princes," nor, wo may add, in politi- 
oianB, either. Profiiini^ b}' past ex- 
perience, let us have it fairly undor- 
Btood tlial il wo outer tho (Juntodoracy 
it will bo upon tho same terms as 
those upon which other ijolonios aro 
admitted, or not at all ; and wo bcliovo 
that wo should securo a Jlesponsiblo 
and Cheap form ot Govern mont ; Reci- 
procity of Trade, an Over land Wagon- 
load, and ulliinatoly a Kuilway and 
Telegraph Lino; a Iransier of tho 
Legislativo jiower from the hands of 
the Imperial Parliament to that ot a 
Parliament compoaod of colonial men ; 
tbo asBumptioa of our debt (which 
is heavier in proportion to the popu-, 
lation than that of any other Nuith 
American Province) by tho Federal 
Qovernmont; and, more important 
than all of these, a great reduction in 
taxation per capita. It is proposed 
that the General Parliament shall con- 
sist ot a Ijo_;ishiti vc Council and a 
House of CoinmuiiH, cumpor-cd of rc- 
proseniatives Iroin each of ilio Pro-i 
vincoB. Tho bill further provides 
that: 

"The Executive author ty or G.ivcriiineiit 
eball lie vested iu iho Sovereign ol liie UiiilcJ 
Kiufiluui of Gu-iit Uriiain aiiJ liuhujii, uuU 
be uduiiiiiNioreii, uccurding lo the well iiu> 
dcrstuud principles of ibe British Coasliiu- 
tioii, by ihc ii'prcsent.iiive of the Sovereign 
duly uuthoriHLHl. TlU! Soveri i^ii or ll(^|)reK- 
eotutive cjI ihc Sovi icij^ii will be coiniiuunicr- 
in-ohiet ot llie land uuil imvul tniliiiit lurces. 
Tbo genertd Parliament will have power lu 
make laws for the peace, welfare and Rood 
goveromeDt of the loderatod provinces (Hav- 
ing the sovoreigot; of thu innilier cuuntry).

The Lucul Uoverament and 
Legialature of each proviuco are in be coii- 
Btrucled in such nianoer aa iho (!\isijnp; [.'.'>,'- 
islaiuro olHtich proviooe Hhull pruvule m iiie 
not coDsenling to the Union, Tliu Loenl 
Legislature will hnvu power to inuku luws 
respecting the lollo.viiijr subjects: Direct 
taxation and iinpofiltidii of duties ; borrow, 
iog money on the cruditof the proviuce ; 
Bgiicultnio; immij^iriuion ; education; the 
■^faiu oud iiiiuiuf,'eiiieiil of publio land?', itc. 
Upper Uaimiln i.s to be repriHcriled in ilnf 
Legislniive Council b^' 24 ineinbcTs. J^ower 
Cauudu b) 24 ineiiiiieis, uiui Ilie thrco uiuri- 
timo provinces by twenty-four imiii- 
bers, of whom Nova Suoim hIiuII have 
10, and New Kruiwwiclt JO. 'I'ho basis 
of roprcnontatiun in tha llounu ol Cum- 
moos Ib 10 be pnpulatiuii, iid determined by 
the offioial ceunus i very ten years; and the 
nombor ol tbo uiBinbers at hrst will be 194, 
diatribuied as followH: — Upper Canada, 82; 
Lower Canada, 65 ; Nova tjootia, 19 ; J^ew 
Bronbt»iok, 15." - 



It will bo soon by tho above extract 
from the bill that the Contbderation 
Bchorao is most liberal in its character; 
and should it become law, there will 
bo but littlo foar of any such 
calamity overtaking as as iu tho case 
of Union, except wo are silly enough 
to again reposo our destinies in the 
hands of mon who deem the considor- 
alion of questions aCTooting colonial 
weliare naucb in the same light that 
an '\'nWiiling scholar perforraa.Xdis« 
agreeable task.'^ We ■ aro glad, there«. 
fore; that qnr. p^popje^an^; their I'e'pro- 
Rental! V08 at New WeBtminBter, drQa.d- 
ing the fire in which they have been 
already sovol'Oly .BOorchod, aro ox-, 
trumoly cautious in approaching iho 
scheme. This caution will ensure the. 
subject a thorough vontilatipn ;;at a 
public meeting, to be held thisVeok, 
and will result, perhaps, in tho zealous 
guarding of our interests when tbo 
final arrangements corao to be made. 

Do wo live in a Free iStatc, uiidci' 
CousUtutioual tioverumeot ? 

Messrs. Editoks : — In every free plate, 
every man, who is supposed to be a free assent, 
ouj^bt lo be, in sonie measure, his own gov- 
arnor, and thotelorea branch at least of ilie 
le;jislaiive power should reside in tho whole 
body of the people. If this power were ex- 
orci.-ed by the people in their ugRrcfjaio or 
collective capauity the iooolJveniencB — the 
territory beiiij;; extensive — would bo greiil ; 
it is Iherulore wisely conlriveil, in our cun- 
Htitution, that tlioy do, by their Repres(Mila- 
tives, that which it is inipracliculjlo to per> 
form in person. Tho unforseeii revolution 
which followed upon tbo Union of the two 
Colonies, an Union party planned, aod carried 
into eOeot by Governor Seymour, has de- 
prived us of that vital part of our con?titu« 
lion — ihe repre-entativo power ol the peo[i!c'. 
In the 8overel;,'my of the I'ritish Conslilu- 
tion wo find the three i^reat qualities ol gov- 
ermnant well and happily united. The ex- 
ecutive power of tho laws is lodged iu one 
person, the rei;;niog sovei-eign ; the lo^isla- 
live is intrusted to ibree distinct powers, en- 
tirely independent ol each other. First the 
Queen ; second tho Peers of roaliii ; third 
the House of Comiiioiis, the Ri-prs-^cntativo^ 
of the people. 'I'he nggreRate body, octuuted 
by diOeroot springs, attentivo to differeot 
interests, composes tho fJritish Parliament, 
and has the supremo (lisp0''al of everyihiuir ; 
there can bo no inconvenience atteinplod by 
either of the three branches, but will be with- 
stoiid by ono of the other two; each brancti 
being armed with a jiti/n^re power, putiieiei.t 
to repel any ionuvatiuu which It shall ih'ink 
Inezpedieot or daDgeroQS. Here we have a 
oonstitutioDal government, so admirably 
tempered and compounded that nolhin;,' eiin 
endanger or hurt it, but destroying tbo equil- 
ibrium of power between oue branch ol the 
legislature and the rest. Thi;< is the spirit of 
the British Constitution, the finest in ilii' 
world. Our representative institutions nio 
demolished; wo have no ' negative ' power ; 
we have no equilibrium; we are taxed by ii 
body who apportion their own salario.s out ol 
those taxes. The Imperial povorument have 
imposed a sham upon us, and in these d iys 
ol 'utility' and ' progress ' the coiiclu>ion 
may safely be como to that they have been 
imposed upon, by uiiareprcseotatiun, which has 
led them to treat aa m a peoal seiilenieot, out 
us a community of 'independent (rcemon, 
who know iheir natural rights, and their rights 
derived from p sitive institutions. One tl 
those institutions is the power which our dele- 
gates should possess to watch, to check and 
to avert every dangerous innovation, lo pru- 
I 030 to adopt, and to cbeiish any and well- 
weighrd improvornent ; not only to make 
and repeal, but to inlBrpret laws. To ihcpe 
important cousiderutioiis we need seareely 
add the right of granting or withholding .-iiii) 
plies; Ono of tho niisfurturics of ibu Kyslfin 
of government in operation in IJriiish Coliiin- 
bia is that tbo nuijoriiy ol the Councillors 
dare not e.xerci'io "lie privilege of voting as 
iheir wishes wou d dictate. To cure tins 
evil the ballot might not be found a ren^edv 
of perlect ellieacy, but it would go far lowiii.ls 
Hi;curiiig Iree agei.cy. To talk ol it a^^ .i 
measure that would degrade the matiline.''s 
of Brilisb cbaracler, is mere cant or folly. 
If tbe Ooancillors were independent both in 
mind and in circumslanci's, then, no doubt, 
all principle would be in favor of publicity ; 
for who would havj the temeri'y lo argue 
that it would be more degrading to vote 
secretly according to a man's conscience than 
to vote openly in oppositiua lo his owu opin- 
ion But who was the party who was 
directed by tho British Cabinet once again 
to try that experiment which has to fre- 
(pii'iilly aod so disaatruualy failed in Coioiiies 
— Uoveriunent by a ^-inghi individual ? (iov- 
ernor Seymour's ii[)poiiiiinti,-.t was received 
with disgust b;' the people ol Vivucouver 
Island. Was lie Ir u In lu bias? Was it 
not Dbtorious, i\d not his letters prove, that 
be was OD bud terms with Victoria , that he 
liad inisropre'-eiited her ; puhliely aeeu?cd 
her? Was il well lOf.B'ect an enemy, or wiw 
it dolicale in him to a cept the a poiniiinnl? 
Iinparliidity is tlie first duly ol a ju.lge — 
could the advocate ol New Westmirisrler he 
iinpartii\l or unbiassed ? A \Tise man, know- 
ing that be bad wionged a people, w mid 
have been carelul not to outrage their feel- 
ings — the feelings ol KngliMlnniii — for in 
doing so ho miglit find, in the word-? of an 
Kaslerii poet, that " while beating the jungle 
(or a deer, by chance be found a tiger." 
Governor Seymour was endured; his actions 
being weighed in tho balance" hi; wa-' 
(ourid wanting. Ilia last action toward-' thi.-' 
I-iland — '' toll it not in (Jath, publi^b it not 
HI Ascaloii" — was to shod: the inlial)i laiits 
by snalching tho bread ol kuowleilj;u Iroiii 
thu bands of their cbildreo by di-coiitiuuin;' 
tbe ineanB and w&ys for the mainteoance ol 
the common sobonls. His mind must be ter- 
ribly mirdireciod ; instead of niaroliirig lor- 
wiird he Htops, or, rather, he goes haek wahl^l. 
Those who uiulortook to Kupurinterid iln; 
schools — the Board of lOduciition — were des- 
pised, and yet their object was the giod ol 
the people in tho sense in which the mass ol 
niankiiid uudcrataod tbe word good. Tne 
teaching in tho schools was not barren, liui 
practical; no cant — no illusion; it was de 
dnced from coininoii sense. Th • teaehor- 
wore not t;up;)0-od to bo proficient in the 
i-peculativo points of theology, or to inedille 
with ihosu enigmas which havo puzzled 
hundreds ol generations, and will puzzle 
hundreds more. Uuli! we oonsidsr religion 
as the bond of charity, the curb uf evil pas- 
sions, tho coriaolation of the wretchod, the 
supjiort ol tho timid, the hopu ol llui d}ing, 
we shall fail iu leauhiug tbo Word ol the 
Great Teooher. F. F. D.
